Denying terrorist allegations 
about ἃ Jordanian ambush of a ter- 
rorist unit “returning from an ope- 
ration in the occupied land,” the 
spokesman said the terrorists had 
fired on an army vehicle carrying 
@ regimental commander, and that 
fire was returned. The spokesman 
said that one soldier and a civilian 
were killed and another wounded, 
while three terrorists were also shot 
dead. ᾿ 

The Jordanian authorities yester- 
day evidently were intent on damag- 
ing the image of the terrorists who 
used to boast about their “victory”

LONDON (INA). — The “Sunday 
Times" reported from Washington 
yesterday that “there is mow con- 
siderable disagreement over whether 
(Secretary of State) Rogers was 
wise to lend his prestige to an at- 
tempted breakthrough by a presa 
conference, only to have Eban de- 
mosh the attempt through the 
same medium...” 


The report said, “Although this 
is a RepubHcan Administration it 
lmas to compete, like any other, with 
the strong mystical influence that 
Israel continues to exercise in this 
country, and in Congress in par- 
tieular.

Highly-placed policy makers in 
the Nixon Administration at the 
same time appear to be prepared 
now to explore further the feasi- 
bility of opening the Suez Canal 
as part of an interim settlement 
that could be linked with the thin- 
ning out of troopa and even a pos- 
sible partial withdrawal They no 
longer consider such an idea as a 
“non-starter,” which was Washing- 
ton’s initial reaction when it was 
first raised four months ago. 

These are believed to be some 
of the main results of Friday's 
meeting between U.S. Secretary of 
State Willtam Rogers and Forelgn 
Minister Abba Eban, the frst re- 
port of which was discussed iast 
night in Jerusalem in consultations 
between Prime Minister Golda Meir 
and a noumber of leading Labour 
Party Ministers. Top-level consul- 
tations on the outcome of 
Dban's talks in the U.S. as well 
as on other important issues, are 
aiso to be held today. 

Contrary to earlier predictions, 
the Cabinet yesterday did not dis- 
cuss Mr, Eban’s meetings in Wash- 
ington and ‘New York, since the full 
report reached Jerusalem only yes- 
terday morning, just before the 
Cabinet session. This was seen here 
to indicate that there was no urgent 
or immedtate American demand on 
which the Government would have 
to take a stand. 

Mr. Rogers, however, did men- 
tion Mrs. Melr’s interview with 
“The Times" and is understood to 
have asked that Israel state Sts 
territorial claims in more detailed 
form. It is on this point that the 
Government will have to take a de= 
cision in the near future, although 
it seems unlikely that it will change 
its position of rejecting any ‘map- 
drawing" with outside parties, as 
lomg as Egypt insists on a prior 
Israel commitment for total with- 
drawal. 

DOUBTS REMOVED 

The assessment in Jerusalem is 
that Mr. Eban has succeeded in re- 
moving any doubts in Washington 
regarding the credibility of 
Israel's firm refusal to withdraw 
to the pre-June 5, 1967 lines and 
to substitute international guaran- 
tees for defensible borders. Earlier 
Teports from Washington that Mr. 
Rogers would present Mr. Bban 
with a list ‘of demands, lnked with 
threats of pressure, have proved 
incorrect, Both sides appear to have 
“agreed to disagree” and to state 
their positions ag clearly as pos- 
sible. 

This means that the U.S. con- 
tinues to insist on the 1969 Rogers 
territorial plan, but has refrained 
so far from trying to exert direct 
pressure on Israel to accept it.

. NEW YORK (AP), — Israel's For- 


eign Minister Abba Eban sald yes- 
terday that he believed the atmo- 
sphere of divergence between his 
country and the U.S. had been “de- 
fused," although he stressed Israel’s 
position had not changed. 

The Israelis had turned down Sec- 
retary of State WilHam Rogers’ aug- 
Zestion of an outside peace-keeping 
force because, Mr, Eban stated, “we 
won't endanger long-term interests 
for short-term hanmony. 

“If there is a divergence between 
Israel and the U.S.," Mr. Eban gaid, 
“it is only natural ‘between free 
countries.” 

Speaking in a television interview, 
he expressed faith in recent Ad- 
ministration assurances that the U.S. 
would not impose its views on Is- 
rael. The U.S. has helped avoid war 
and should “get a shere of the cre- 
ait" for maintaining Israel’s balance 
of power, the Foreign Minister said. 

He blamed the Soviets for the 
stalemate in efforts to reach a set- 
“Soviet policy Hes at the 
root of the 1967 war and our in- 
ability to get peace ever since,” he 
said. “I think we ought to have a 
more lucid understanding of the 
Soviet role.” 

Mr. Eban said that “.... certainly 
feel better about it (the relation- 
Ship with the U.S.) than I did 10 
days ago.” The U.S. and Israeit 
positions hed not changed but ‘T 
think the mutual respect of Israel 
and the U.S. for each other's at- 
titude... has been strengthened.” 

After referring to the Golan 
Heights, Jerusalem, Sharm e- 
Sheikh, the Sinai desert and the 
West Bank of the Jordan, Mr. 
Bban said “...We say that these 
are so vital that we could not sac- 
rifice long-term interests for short- 
term harmony.” 

He sald the Israeli position was 
“not encyclopedic, it's uot emo- 
tional — it is based on very prag- 
matic security ideas...” Israel was 
“absolutely convinced by reading 
the international situation and the 
Middle Eastern balance thet the 
only solid foundation for our secu- 
rity is the balance of strength, 
mainly our own military strength...” 

For example, regarding’ strategic 
Sharm e-Sheikh which controls en- 
trance to the Gulf of Akaba, Mr. 
Eban said that because of what 
happened during ‘the 1967 war, “ef- 
fective and physical Israel military 
presence is necessary...” 

He stressed, however, that peace . 
was his nation’s goal and that “our 
territorial and security objectives 
are in the service of the ambitions 


for peace.” 
Regarding Egypt and its President, 
Anwar Sadat, Mr. Eban said, “My 


feeling isthat the Egyptian people 
understand the futility and destruc- 
tiveness of war... That President 
Sadat is not doing something un- 
popular but something very popular” 
in trying to open up the possibility 
for peace,

Even more strenuously 
the Russians oppose the conception 
of international affairs in which 
war is considered Inevitable and in 
which international conflicts and 
civil wars are deliberately precipi- 
tated, And although some of these 


leftist theories are undoubtedly of period 


Chinese origin, they are in actuality 
far more adventurous than Chinese 
Policy. 

It might be asked why the Rus- 
alans are so upset by these leftist 
groups who have, after all, little 
chance of gaining power anywhere. 
The answer may be that Moscow 
considers their appeal to the youth 
ΔΕ ἃ serious obstacle to the Soviet 
version of Communism, to the growth 
of official Communist movements as 
such, But the fact that five years 
ago the budding leftists were given 
little or no attention and are now 
dealt with as a serious menace in 
theoretical pronouncements on for- 
eign policy testifies to the immense 
growth of these movements, their 
Sreatest hour so far being the 
events in France in May 1968. 


Attitude to China 


The present Soviet attitude to 
China is far milder than might have 
been expected. True, relations with 
China have somewhat improved in 
the last 18 months or so. But So- 
viet ideological objections to Chinese 
Policy still remain as strong as be- 


fore. 

Only a fortnight ago a highly 
critical study of Chinese foreign po- 
llcy was published in book form 
by a group of Soviet specialists 
on China. But in the article in “In- 
ternational -Affairs" a somewhat 
new formulation is used to indicate 
that in the future (Moscow will per- 
haps put more emphasis on spe 
cific aspects of bilateral relations 
with each socialist country. If this 
really becomes the case, we might 
expect some innovations in Soviet 
Telations with East European coun-

6 with a recogni- 
tion of objective reality, and pur- 
suing a differentiated policy in res- 
pect to the various socialist coun- 
tries, the Soviet Union has invar- 
iably worked towards one and the 
same goal: unity by seeking to nor- 
malise inter-State relations, develop- 
ing economic, trade and other ties, 
and establishing all-round con- 
tacts.” 

In this account of Soviet foreign 
policy during the last five years 
@ generally favourable view is ta- 
ken of Soviet: ties with the Hast 
European countries. But it is also 
claimed that Soviet action in Cze- 
choslovakia in 1968 put an end to 
Western and American theories of 
“bridge-buliding” and “selective co- 
existence.” 


It is not surprising that one of 
the major achievements during this 
is considered the peace tres- 
ty with the Federal German Repub- 
Hie. Moscow continues to see this 
treaty both as a means towards eas- 
ing tensions in Europe and a step- 
ping stone to an HBuropean Security 
Conference in the future. But the 
difficulties encountered since the 
signing of the treaty have made 
the Russians cautious about aiming 
at 84 definite date for the confe- 
rence. 

The pride of place in this sum- 
ming up of Soviet foreign policy is 


naturally given to Soviet relations 
with the Afro-Asian-Latin Amer- 
ican countries and the growing 
economic ties between them. Great 
emphasis js put on-the economic 
activittes of Soviet diplomacy, and 
the Bhilai and Bokaro steel plants 
in India and the Aswan hydro- 
electric complex in Egypt are given 
pride of place in Soviet achieve- 
ments. Even greater attention than 
before is devoted to events in Latin 
America and in particular Allende's 
victory in the Chilean elections is 
held as one of the most important 
events there since the Cuban re- 
volution. 

‘Naturally, too, the Middle East 
figures as an area of overall So- 
viet achievement. But this is coupl- 
ed with sharp criticism of Amer- 
ican policy. In general, too, the 
U.S. is severely criticised for its 
role in ‘Asia and Africa, Vietnam 
heading the list of American crimes. 
Et is maintalved, for instance, that 


American imperialism “directed the | - 


Israeli aggression against the ‘Arab 
States in the Middle East in June, 


during this period the dalance of 
world forces continued to tilt 
steadily in favour of the socialist 
countries. There are many areas on 
which the article gives the impres- 
sion of only very mild ani 
This is the case with West 
Germany, which used to be conti- 
pously attacked for “militarism” 
and “revanchism.” Now, Moscow is 
comforted by the thought that with 
Willy Grandt in power a construc- 
tive approach can be made. 
But the article also clearly denies 
that there has been any fundamen- 
tal change in Soviet foreign policy, 
in its goal of security above all. 
Tt asserts that continuity is one of 
the most characteristic features of 
Soviet foreign policy. In some in- 
stances there may have been a 
change in its forms and methods 
but in essence it remains the same. 
This Russian assessment indicates 
that πὸ major changes are con- 
templated in basic policles in the 
near future and also that two of 
the big problems to which the Rus- 
sians will devote their attention in 
the coming years will be the bulld- 
ing of a security system in Europe 
and propagating the idea of an 
Asian security system.

Israel’s distrust of ‘guarantees’ 


finds support m ‘Washington Post’ 


WASHINGTON. — Nothing is more 
popular mow than to prod ‘Israel to 
accept “international guarantees” 
ageinst further aggressions from 
the Soviet-backed Arab extremists, 
as proposed by the Nixon Adminis- 
tration, Wiliam ‘White wrote in the 
“Washington Post” on Saturday. 

To obtain this entirely well-in- 
tentioned iboon, 81 the Israelis 
would have to do would be to hand 
back the ex-Arab vital buffer zbnes 
‘won in the 1967 war — forward 
defensive positions that have given 
to them a little feeling of security 
for 'the first time in some two de- 
cades. 

Xt 16 all — superficially — 50 
eminently “reasonable’’ es to put 
the tough old lady who Jeade Zsrael, 
Prime: Minister ‘Golda Meir, in the 
position of some obstinate Queen 
Canute commanding the waters of 
“peace” in the Middle Bast to roll 
back. Ironically, she has been put in 
this position both by the Administra- 
tion and by the new-isolationist and 
well-known “elite” liberal opinion 
that is otherwise so totally hostile 
to that same Administration. 

There are, however, some very 
real troubles with these ostensibly 
so even-handed concepts. 


The first is that Egypt and the 
other Arab stooges of the Soviet 
Union (not all the Arab states are 
in such a category) have never dis- 
avowed an ultimate aim to destroy 


an Israeli island encircled by an 
Arab sea. 

‘The second is that “international” 
peace-keeping forces have histori- 
cally provided 2 pretty shaky shield 
for the intended victim. 

Thirdly, there is no conceivable 
way in which an “international 
fforce” could be kept free of Soviet 
influence, or ‘Soviet obstructionism, 
or even possibly of Soviet domin- 
ance. ‘When the house is adire, one 
does not normally welcome the ar- 
sonist to help bring in the water 
hoses. 

Fourthly, 85 Mrs. Meir has said, 
if in somewhat different words, it 
is one thing to sit here in the U.S. 
and talk about dubious means, and 
pleces of paper, to put an end to 
Arab guerrilla attacks, but quite 
another thing to live in a tiny 
country where Arab invasions and 
essacinations are ΝΣ of life. 
Speaking of the As tration po- 
sition as stated by Secretary of 
State ‘William Rogers, Mrs. Meir 
puts the matter, in short, with a 
candor not often seen anymore in 
diplomacy: 

“We cannot trust Rogers’ offer, 
even if it is proposed in good faith. 
There must be a deterrent border 
so that no (enemy) can in five or 
10 years try again.” 

Fifthly, and perhaps most im- 
portantly, the rest of the world is 
neither bind nor deaf. It is not 


unaware that -American commit. 
ments to the might of smailer na- 
tlons to self-determination and 
freedom from extermination have 
mot exactly prospered for some 
years and that the famous “Ameri- 
can deterrent” to Communist ag- 
gression 15 by no meang so famous 
as it used to be. 
The rest of the world has seen 
one President, Lyndon Johnson, 
destroyed from within his own 
party for undertaking to carry out 
pledges of honour made by two of 
his predecessors to.South Vietnam. 
The rest of the world is not un- 
aware that a current President, 
Richard Nixon, Ὁ fighting for his 
political Ufe from similar peace-at- 
any-price forces. 
Grant the President and Secre- 
tary Rogers the fullest of truat in 
the integrity of their purposes — 
as, this columnist believes, Mrs. Meir 
does — but give them also the kind 
of U.S. Senate that now exists. 
Suppose the “international guaran- 
tee,” with us as 8. major party, 
should at length confront 2 moment 
of truth in the Middle East where 
an American backdown or partici- 
pation in wanfare were the stark 
alternatives. Suppose, then, that 
you were ap Israel, would you 
rather have had your “international 
guarantee” — or would you rather 
have hed those frontier defensive |. 
positions for which your own troops 
had fought and sometimes died?

While the above remarks relate

POLLUTION IN HAIFA 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — On March 8 your re- 
porter quoted Mr. Y. Avital, the 
Health Ministry's Hygiene Engineer 
for the Haifa District, as saying 
that pollution here was not yet 
dangerous and that it did not war- 
rant immediate and drastic action. 
These statements have engendered 
both amazement and alarm in those 
of us who recognize the serious- 
ness of environmental pollution in 
Haifa and its environs. 

We are amazed at the far-reach- 
ing conclusions arrived at by Mr. 
Avital in spite of the fact that 
στ upon his own admission — he 
hasm't made sufficient measure- 
ments of chemical pollutants, and 
those that have been made are six 
Weeks apart in time. Further, va- 
tious experts have shown that in 
their own relatively limited tests, 
proposed air quality standards have 
been exceeded. Besides, Mr. Avital 
knows better: We ali have wit- 
nessed the recent fumigation of Kir- 
yat Binyamin, and for more than 
100 mornings and evenings of every 
year. we can see and smell the 
chemical pollution that reaches 
Haifa. 

Our alarm stems from Mr. Avi- 
tal’s statements and approach to 
matters of public health; they are 
indistinguishable from those of an 
unenlightened industria! manager. It 
is ‘bad enough that we must suffer 
the ravages of the pollution itself, 
struggle against the inaction of 
short-sighted politicians, and try to 
overcome public apathy and lack 
of understanding. But, when we 
have to kmock down the obstacles 
put up by a Health Ministry official 
such as Mr. ‘Avital, then the asltua- 
tion has become a very sad one 
indeed.

‘No longer’ money 
Tt is certainly true that the ai- 
tuation in our hospitals leaves room 
for improvement.

‘Then why did he not produce some 
statistics from the United States, 
where free enterprise underlies the 
new medicare programme and has 
made for an average daily hospital 
cost per patient of $54.08, or 
1L189.28.

‘There are mountains more of sta- 
tistics, and while fascinating they 
are not always the most telling 
criterion of national ratings.

A reader's 
letter in The Jerusalem Post recently 
compared the British National 
Health Service to Kupat Holim, the 
latter coming out Ὁ very poor 86: 
eond. The writer ended by referring 
to “immigrants from the developed 
countries who are used to a high 
standard of medical service and 
have experience in this field.” 

Wild claims 

What then, is one to make of a 
recent reader’s letter, from Jerusa- 
Jem, which appeared in the French 
magazine “Express” and wes full 
of praise for our medical health sys- 
tem, the writer having had 30 years’ 
experience as a private physician 
in France? 

Mr. Ehriich’s Ajbanian imputation 
is simply an unusually gross 
example of wild claims. Getting out 
of the hospital bed and into the 
strawberry bed, a recent reference 
in“Time” magazine to Israeli straw- 
bernies as “scrawny” (compered, of 
course to out-size American ones, 
which, according to Time, “‘virtual- 
ly eclipse the scrawnler varieties 
from Mexico and Israel” is hard to 
explain. If our strawberries are 
scrawny, I should like to have a 
look at Time’s charta and calibres.

The road links between Tel Aviv 
and Jerusalem, Haifa and Ashdod 
wilk all be developed into such 
highways, he explained, The Abu 
Ghosh bypass on the road to Je- 
rugalem will be completed this sum- 
mer, and the last stretch of the 
road to Haifa will be finished short- 
ly after. Work on the Palmachim- 
Ashdod stretch of the road from 
Tel Aviv to the southern port will 
start shortly.

The Knesset should turn its at- 
tention to the situation in Jewish 
‘cemeteries in this ciuntry, the Je- 
rusalem District Court has said, in 
allowing a ‘State appeal against a 
magistrate's court decision. 

The case involves two members 
of-the Kurdish Jewish Community's 
burial society, Tl-yearold Shmuel 
Baruch, and 59-year-old Meir Ger- 
shon, both of Jerusalem, According 
to the charge, they had ordered 
workmen to destroy'a monument 
that one Simha Sasson -had erected 
on his mother's grave, and were 
found guilty of harming another 
person's property and willfully caus- 
ing property damage. | 

After they were acquitted, the 
State appealed, claiming that, while 
it was true that the right of put- 
ting up monuments belongs to the 
burial society, and tts permission 
must %e obtained hefore one is 
erected, the society does not have 
the right te destroy one that had 
been put up without its permission. 

In its ruling issuéd last Friday, 
the District Court held that, when 
@ person purchases a burial plot 
from the society, that piece of land 
passes fram the possession of the 
society.

Fatal taxi driver 
now awaiting trial 
for earlier death

The driver of the taxi in which 
five persons were killed in Jerusalem 
on Friday night was awaiting trial 
on a charge of having caused a fa- 
tal road accident six months before, 
8 police spokesman told The Jerusa- 
lem Post yesterday.

Hawa, had been charged with caus- 
ing the death of a pedestrian on the 
Ramallah road in Shuafat last Octo- 
ber 23.

THL AVIV. — Kupat Holim gs 
going to give its X-ray technicians, 
who have reduced their work week 
from 40 το 80 hours to press for 
higher wages, ἃ Wage “commen- 
surate with the hours they work." 
This was wtated yesterday at a 
press conference by Dr. Yoel Palgi, 
in charge of Kupat Holim’s 18,000- 
strong personnel division, and by 
Dr. Efraim Stern, head of the or- 
ganization's X-ray institutes. 

‘Mr. Menahem Mazin, chalrman 
of the Technicians’ Committee, 
commented: “We will declare an 
all-out strike and keep striking 

eet our full wages are resto- 


Mr, Palgi noted that the work 
dispute with the technicians was 
502 days old, “the longest dispute 
in the history of Kupat Holim, if 
not of the ‘State itself.” During 
these 602 days, the technicians have 
held a lengthy total strike, apart 
from the present “short - week 
strike, 


The speakers were not convinced 
that the docked pay cheque would 


‘bring the techniclans around. There- 
fore, 88 an alternative step, Kupat 
folim “‘was encouraging the estab- 
lishment of X-ray’ institutes outside” 
Kupat Holim, where that organt{- 
zation could send its members. 

Of the 450 X-ray techniclans in 
the country, 260 are employed by 
Kupat Holsm; another 140 by the 
Government and public institutions; 
and 60 by ‘private institutes. 

The speakera esid they had tried 
“every method possible” of settling 
the strike, including arbitration, and 
even letting the 18,000 Kupat Holim 
employees take a decision on the 
wage scale of the X-ray technicians.
